the cruelest conflicts of the whole war on, the blood- 


soaked fields between Moritdidier and Noyon today, the 
eastern situation took an unexpected trend—with Allied 
assistance to struggling nations forecasted. The Rus- 
sian embassy in Washington declared that the Cadet par- 
ty (Social Democrats) implores Allied aid to save Russia 
from the restoration of the monarchy. Further dispatch- 
cs from Russia declared the move for the restoration of 
the Czar to the throne is increasing, as a result of the 
Bolshevik! misrule and disruption. Fresh'attempts have 
been made on the life of Nickola Lenine, Bolsheviki leader. 


The struggle on the Montdidier-Noyon line where 


Germany is staging the fourth of its offensive drives in 
her present effort to reach Paris, has developed the bit- 
terest fighting of the entire war. Germany is pouring 
her soldiers into the action in what appears the supreme 
effort to separate the Allied armies and reach Paris be- 
fore America can give the Entente crushing superiority 
n numbers, United Press dispatches said today. The 
French strength is equal only to the prodigality with 
which tho enemy uses its dwindling resources. It is no 
longer a secret that France expected the attack and was 
prepared to meet it. The Germans knew the French were 
prepared for them but the former nevertheless hurled 
hundreds of thousands of men into the battle on the nar- 
row sector, knowing thy Allies would exact hundreds in 
•toll. Twenty divisions were used on this front, many of 
them reserves. 


There can no longer be any doubt that Germany if-: 


reaching a shortage in men. Many companies have only 
70 or 90 per cent, of their men. The convalescent in hos- 
pitals are hurried back to the front just as soon as .they 
are able to return. Many of the prisoners are very sorry 
Jwking figures. Because of heavy losses in infantry of- 
ficers many cavalry officers are now leading the infantry. 
Out of 200 prisoners 50 were of the 1919 class and many 
of^the 1920 class and some were taken from vital indus- 
tries. It is known that the crack Prussian guard of the 
5th divisions lost 50 per cent, of its effectiveness in the 
Somnle smash in March and 50 per cent, in the Chateau 
Thierry drive.
